It  has  now  been  three  months  since  I  left  for  college.  I 
have  been  remiss  in  writing,  and  I  am  very  sorry  for  my  thoughtlessness 
in  not  having  written  before.

We  haven't 
set  the  date  yet,  but  it  will  be  before  my  pregnancy  begins  to 
show. 


Yes,  Mother  and  Dad,  I  am  pregnant,  I  know  how  much 
you  are  looking  forward  to  being  grandparents ,  and  I  know  you 
will  welcome  the  baby  and  give  it  the  same  love  and  devotion  and 
tender  care  you  gave  me  when  I  was  a  child.  The  reason  for  the 
delay  in  our  marriage  is  that  my  boy  friend  has  some  minor 
infection  which  prevents  us  from  passing  our  pre-marital  blood 
tests,  and  I  carelessly  caught  it  from  him.  This  will  soon 
clear  up  with  the  penicillin  injections  I  am  now  taking  daily. 

I  know  you  will  welcome  him  into  our  family  with  open 
arms.  He  is  kind,  and  although  not  well  educated,  he  is 
ambitious.

MEMORANDUM 


To:  All  Employees  at  University  of  Toronto  and  Main  Offices 

Re:  Standard  Procedure  Instructions  in  Death  of  an  Employee 

It  has  been  recently  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  office  that 
many  employees  have  been  dying  while  on  duty  of  apparently  no  good 
reason  at  all.  Furthermore,  the  same  employees  are  refusing  to  fall 
over  after  they  are  dead. 

THIS  PRACTICE  MUST  STOP  AT  ONCE! 

On  or  after  January  1,  1973,  any  employee  found  sitting  up 
after  he  or  she  has  died  will  be  dropped  from  the  payroll  at  once, 
without  an  investigation  under  regulation  //29-Section  81. 

Where  it  can  be  proven  that  the  employee  is  being  held  up  by  a 
desk,  drafting  table  or  a  typewriter  or  any  other  support  which  is 
the  property  of  this  office,  a  90  day  period  of  grace  will  be 
granted.  The  following  procedure  will  be  strictly  adhered  to: 

If  after  several  hours,  it  is  noticed  that  an  employee  has 
not  moved  or  changed  position,  the  department  head  will 
investigate.  Because  of  the  highly  sensitive  nature  of  some 
of  our  employees  and  the  close  resemblance  between  death  and 
their  natural  working  attitude,  the  investigation  will  be 
made  quietly  so  as  to  prevent  waking  the  employee  if  he  is 
asleep.  If  some  doubt  arises  as  to  his  true  condition, 
extending  a  paycheck  is  a  fine  test.  If  the  employee 
does  not  reach  for  it,  it  may  be  reasonably  assumed  that 
he  is  dead.  (Note:  In  some  cases,  the  instinct  is  so 
strongly  developed,  however,  that  a  spasmodic  clutching 
reflex  condition  may  occur.  Don't  let  this  fool  you.) 

In  all  cases  a  sworn  statement  by  the  dead  person  must  be 
filled  out  on  a  special  form  provided  for  this  purpose. 

Fifteen  copies  will  be  made,  three  copies  to  be  sent  to  Simcoe 
Hall  and  two  to  the  deceased.  The  others  will  be  promptly  lost 
in  the  main  office  files.

A  meeting  of  the  Staff  was  held  on  Saturday  morning,  September  29, 

1945 

It  was  proposed  that  a  motor  should  be  installed  on  the  elevator. 

Dr.  Fry  was  asked  to  investigate  the  whole  problem  of  taking  up 
food  and  bringing  down  refuse  more  expeditiously  from  the  top  floor. 

It  was  suggested  that  a  meeting  be  arranged  with  the  staff  and 
Graduate  Students  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  their  further 
assistance  in  the  present  emergency. 

October  29,  1945 

The  request  for  assistance  in  the  Mouse  Room  was  introduced  by 
Dr.  Walker  at  this  point. 

May  8,  1951 

Re  the  question  of  the  prevalence  of  mice  now  in  the  Building, 
it  was  advised  that  the  Superintendent's  Office  should  be  consulted 
for  a  remedy  or  extermination, 

January  27,  1947 

A  report  was  presented  by  Dr,  Fisher  concerning  the  progress  made 
by  him  and  Dr.  Atwood  with  the  problem  of  solving  the  traffic 
congestion  in  the  parking  lot.  He  recommended  that  the  necessary 
steps  be  taken  to  have  lines  drawn  on  the  ground  and  on  the  building 
and  that  a  decision  be  reached  later  about  reserving  these  spaces. 

October  27,  1947 

Dr,  Fisher  gave  a  report  from  the  Parking  Lot  Committee  and  it  was 
felt  that  the  Committee's  plans  should  proceed  as  out! i ned, 

November  22,  1948 

The  question  of  present  unsati sfactory  telephone  service  was 
introduced  by  Professor  Dymond  who  explained  his  reasons  for 
inserting  a  sign  on  the  main  extension, 

December  3,  1948 

Suggestions  for  Investigation  submitted  by  staff  members, 

1)  the  matter  of  exposed  wires. 


January  17,  1949 


A  discussion  of  the  present  telephone  service  resulted  in  a 
unanimous  agreement  that  an  additional  telephone  is  required  for 
the  east  wing  of  the  building.  A  suggestion  in  this  connection 
was  also  made  that  there  might  be  only  one  type  of  key  to  the 
Building  and  that  this  key  fit  a  lock  on  the  telephone  extension 
to  Local  125.  The  telephone  could  then  be  locked  when  not  in 
use  by  Departmental  staff  members. 

Professor  Dymond  reported  to  the  meeting  that  a  telephone 
traffic  survey  authorized  by  the  Supt's  office  did  not  warrant 
the  installation  of  an  additional  telephone  but  that  a  re¬ 
arrangement  of  the  present  service  would  be  undertaken  after 
the  completion  of  a  second  traffic  survey. 

In  connection  with  long-term  needs,  it  was  moved  by  Professor 
Coventry  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Fisher  that 

1.  The  staff  in  Zoology  go  on  record  as  holding  that 
the  present  building  is  quite  unfit  quarters  for  a  Department 
of  Zoology  on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  needs  of,  and 
the  demands,  on,  the  University  of  Toronto.  The  building 
does  not  provide  space  for  graduate  students,  for  under¬ 
graduate  students,  or  for  sufficient  staff  to  take  care  of  the 
proper  needs  of  the  Department,  and  the  condition  of  the 
building  makes  it  an  academic  slum. 

April  24,  1949 

Concerning  a  report  on  the  telephone  situation,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  second  floor  extension  on  local  125  should  be 
changed  to  local  127  and  that  the  graduate  students  should 
be  asked  to  use  local  126  (second  floor,  west  wing)  after  a 
buzzer  connecting  it  with  room  107  is  installed. 

The  report  of  Professor  Dymond  on  the  budget  proposed  for 
next  session  indicated  that  $128,000.  had  been  requested 
for  Salaries  and  $76,000.  for  Maintenance,  i.e.,  an 
increase  of  $12,000.  in  salaries  for  next  year  and  one  of 
$18,000.  for  maintenance. 

May  4,  1949 

Professor  Dymond  indicated  that  nothing  further  had 
transpired  in  regard  to  the  matter  of  telephones  since 
there  were  insufficient  funds  to  make  the  changes  before 
Fall, 


January  25,  1950. 


Professor  Dymond  also  informed  those  present  that  he  planned  to 
interview  Bill  Smith  again  regarding  the  need  for  Improved  Store 
Room  service.  It  was  tentatively  thought  that  graduate  students 
might  be  appointed  to  provide  a  relief  for  Bill  and  service  in  the 
Store  Room  in  his  absence. 

February  10,  1950 

The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  acquaint  the  Staff  with  the 
President's  desire  for  a  10%  reduction  in  the  over-all  total  of 
Maintenance  and  Salary  Estimates  to  be  sumitted  by  University 
departments  for  the  session  1950-51. 

March  20,  1950 

Further  attempts  have  been  made  by  Professor  Dymond  for  improved 
Store  Room  service. 

Mr.  Neal,  Chairman,  Museum  Committee,  is  ready  for  suggestions  re 
the  disposal  of  a  dinosaur  head. 

October  19,  1950 

In  an  effort  to  have  improved  departmental  Store  Room  service  it 
was  decided  that  Alan  Brooks  should  be  appointed  to  relieve  Bill 
Smith  when  it  was  necessary  for  the  latter  to  be  away  from  the 
Store  Room.  It  was  also  decided  that  lateness  and  other  time 
taken  by  Smith  without  permission  should  be  made  up  by  deduction 
from  noon-hour  and  holidays.  Professor  Dymond  asked  R  R. 

Langford  to  act  with  him  with  the  aid  of  Alan  Brooks  in  assisting 
Bill  Smith  to  establish  a  better  order  in  the  Store  Room. 

The  staff  was  told  that  four  of  the  new  binocular  microscopes  have 
disappeared  without  any  record  of  their  disappearance  on  file.  The 
staff  was  urged  to  report  the  whereabouts  of  these,  if  known. 

October  30,  1950 

Miss  Jenkins  was  asked  to  have  ready  for  the  next  meeting  a  budget 
of  estimated  expenses  in  connection  with  tea,  flowers  for  funerals, 
wedding  presents,  presentations,  etc  with  view  to  introducing  the 
practice  of  having  an  annual  assessment  for  all  members  of  the 
Staff  to  take  care  of  unexpected  expenditures  throughout  the  year. 

January  15,  1951 

The  matter  of  better  service  from  the  departmental  Store  Room  was 
discussed.  It  was  decided  that  Mr.  Smith  should  be  asked  to  come 
regularly  to  work  at  8:45  and  should  remain  in  the  Store  Room 
throughout  the  day,  taking  a  lunch  hour  from  12:15  to  1:45  and 


leaving  at  5:15.  Only  in  case  of  an  emergency  should  be  have  to 
leave  and  then  he  should  post  a  notice  on  his  door  indicating  his 
whereabouts . 

February  12,  1951 

-  In  considering  the  matter  of  better  Store  Room  service.  Professor 
Dymond  informed  the  meeting  that  he  had  several  talks  with  Bill 
Smith  and  that  Dr.  Langford  and  Dr.  Fry  had  offered  their 
cooperation  in  the  matter  by  forming  a  Committee,  Dr.  Langford 

as  Chairman. 

February  12,  1951 

-  It  was  decided  that  some  fire  alarm  system  should  be  discussed 
at  the  next  meeting. 

May  8,  1951 

-  Mr.  Meal,  in  reporting  for  the  Museum  Committee,  asked  that 
the  Laboratory  staff  be  asked  to  co-operate  in  returning 
models  to  their  rightful  places  and  to  avoid  the  present 
carelessness  of  throwing  them  into  the  cases  anywhere. 

Dr.  Englebert  indicated  that  the  technical  staff  had  spent 
considerable  time  in  collecting  frogs1  eggs  recently. 

Thursday  afternoon.  May  10th  at  2:30  p.m.  was  decided  upon 
to  have  staff  members  stationed  throughout  the  building 
for  the  purpose  of  confirming  that  the  fire  gong  could  be 
heard  in  all  parts  of  the  building. 

October  21 ,  1952 

-  Professor  Dymond  informed  those  present  that  the  bust  of 
Ramsay  Wright  which  has  been  in  his  Office  has  been  given 
to  Miss  Jacobine  Jones,  Sculptress,  for  refurbishing.  If 
the  result  is  successful  and  it  seems  advisable,  other 
could  be  considered  for  refurbishing  and  more  ornamental 
use  in  the  building. 

Room  12  it  to  be  cleared  of  debris.  Anyone  having  belonging 
in  there  should  retrieve  them  immediately  if  they  do  not

November  18,  1952 

-  Professor  Dymond  told  the  meeting  that  the  Superintendent 
had  been  written  about  the  desire  of  this  Department  for 
better  telephone  service  but  no  reply  has  been  received 
yet. 


There  has  been  only  one  reply  to  the  request  for  use  of  the  President's 
travelling  fund. 

Ramsay  Wright's  bust  is  now  in  Professor  Dymond's  office.  If  the  staff 
would  like  it  to  be  more  bronze  than  its  present  green,  they  may  express 
an  opinion  to  that  effect. 

February  8,  1955 

-  It  was  decided  to  consider  at  another  meeting  the  possibility  of 
developing  in  students  greater  ability  to  acquire  information  and 
understand  principles  without  formal  instruction. 

October  12,  1955 

-  In  connection  with  the  telephone  situation.  Dr.  Dymond  asked  for 
opinions  of  the  Staff  with  reference  to  the  need  for  a  night  line 
into  the  Biology  Building. 

October  18,  1955 

-  Arising  out  the  discussion  about  fire  hazards  it  was  decided  to  offer 
through  the  Chief  of  the  Science  Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress, 
to  give  our  "Concilium  Bibl iographi cum"  to  any  worthy  institution 
that  will  pay  the  cost  of  packing  and  shipping  it. 

November  29,  1955 

-  It  was  announced  that  the  sum  at  the  disposal  of  the  Department  for 
travel  during  the  academic  year  1955-56  is  $223.35.

A  Message  from  the  Sandwich  Islands  .... 


Christmas,  1972 


In  response  to  persistent  inquiry,  I  thought  it  best  to  reveal 
my  whereabouts  and  activities  over  the  past  few  months.  I  am  not,  as  has 
been  rumored,  in  darkest  Africa,  or  the  steam  room  of  the  Faculty  Club. 

The  truth  is  that  I  have  been  enduring  the  rigours  of  life  in  the  North 
Pacific.  Beaten  by  northwesterly  gales,  and  waves  up  to  35  feet,  I  hang 
on,  not  to  be  deterred  from  my  quest  for  knowledge!  As  I  sit  here  on  a 
small  island,  surrounded  by  nothing  but  water  (and  effluent),  I  think  of 
life  as  it  must  be  going  on  in  Toronto  -  glistening  snowflakes  to  brighten 
an  otherwise  drab  driveway,  cool  weather  affording  the  opportunity  to 
sport  one's  fine  winter  raiment,  the  cheery  smile  of  the  oil  man  ever 
eager  to  fill  the  tank,  whatever  the  weather,  with  nary  a  complaint.  I 
realize  that  I  must  forgo  all  this  for  an  entire  season.  Nonetheless 
I  press  on. 

An  outline  of  a  typical  day  follows.  Arise  early  (say  around 
10).  A  light  breakfast  (so  as  not  to  dull  the  wit):  champagne,  papaya 
stuffed  with  lobster.  Trek  from  our  grass  hut  to  the  boat  landing  laden 
with  gear  is  difficult  (the  Porsche  needs  a  tune-up) .  Heavy  seas  are 
running,  but  on  to  Coconut  Island  (they  should  put  a  gyro-bar  in  the  yacht 
so  the  drinks  don't  spill).

We  beach  and  the  friendly 
natives  invite  us  to  partake  in  a  luau.  So  as  not  to  offend,  we  pick  at 
roast  kalua  pig,  poi,  lomi-lomi  salmon,  lau-lau,  and  cautiously  sip  a 
native  beverage,  Primo.  According  to  local  intelligence  the  hermits  were 
last  heard  a  little  ways  down  the  coast.  We  set  off  on  foot;  my  litter 
bounces  terribly  since  the  ground  is  uneven.  Then  thick  fog  sets  in  and 
all  seems  lost.  But  we  chance  upon  a  hut  whose  occupant  (Trader  Vic) 
furnishes  us  with  a  device  that  will  penetrate  even  the  densest  fog  - 
the  Fog  Cutter!  While  I  return  for  several  more,  those  already  equipped 
begin  observation.  The  hermits  are  here!  And  most  important,  they  are 
communicating! !  Through  a  direct  link  with  the  computer  in  our  distant 
Laboratory  we  beat  in  our  data  (on-line  drums)  and  receive  instant 
analysis.  Our  first  data  reveal  a  chemical  effect  of  the  anti-fog  device 
on  hermit  crab  communication  (graph  below).
